The first is thag J kee the age Limit 
of this school ig [5 years Now fifteen 
‘is far tov young to give up going ta 
sehoul, aud a say this after many years’ 
experience of the management of a oum- 
ber of Companies who trom time to time 
have had youths fresh from sehool 
in their uffices. However attrac 
tive it may be to earn sume moneys 
of your own, believe me that in che end 
you are apt wo be the loser for commence 
ing vtlice Life tuo yuung. While you may 
have acquired crough knowledge ta 
occupy the junior positions in an office 
it ig very doubtful whether you have 
learnt enough to climb ay high ny you 
arg sure Co wish todo ay you grow ulder. 
Tp posmble, then, go Home to finish your 
education. To knuw it ig not possible in 
some cies to do this, and 1 understand 
the Goverment are anxious lo du gume- 
thing towards providing # continuation 
school, As J suggested the other day in 
the Legislative Couneil, i¢ would seem 
better to come to sume arrangement with 
a schou! situated in a cooler climate than 
Hongkong. I know the same difficulties 
are being discussed in Shanghai, and 1 
would strongly recommend the Govern: 
ment here tw work in co-uperation with 
the British Communities in China an 
see whethor it ia nog posstble to provide 
a higher achool in Shanghai or elsewhere 
in North China td meet thig want. 
(Appliuse.) 

Now the other matter I would like to 
yefer W is a subject on which | am proh- 
ably better qualified to gpeak than that 
of scholarship. It ig the intportunee of 
learning to play game, properly lo play 
‘them gtrictly in accordance with their 
rules, to learn to win without putting oa 
tide, or ty take a defeat in proper part 
and play a Josing game out to the end 
without giving in. To cannot, impress 
upon you all teo strongly the impartance 
of this part of a boy's or a girl's edu 
cation. Tho expression ‘to play the 
game," used so much ino matters un- 
connected with games, is nevertheless 
founded upon the fact that when you play 
a game you must stick to the rules of 
that game. (Applause) 

Look what a moss the Germang thave 
made of things and war?) From first tn 
last they never ‘' played the game" in 
any sense of the word. They broke every 
rule of war or civilisatiun, and, in conse: 
quenee, richly deserve their defeat. I 
don't suppose they were ever taught to 
pluy a game when they were at school. 
(Applause. ) 

When the grass grows on the Buo Kan 
Poo Valley just across the hill from here 
1 am sure it ik the intention of the Gov- 
ernment to give you much larger and 
better playing-grounds, 

It is a guod many ycarg since the Gov- 
ernment took over that ground from its 
former owner for an imuginary payment, 
and it ig nearly two years since the level- 
ing was completed, during which time, 
1 am told, they have been waiting for 
Vhe grass to grow. (Laughter.) Well, I 
walked over the ground the vther night, 
and 1 believe even the Director of Public 
Workg would admit that the grasy has 
grown, so it ig only waiting lo be played 
on and the gooner it ig madg use uf the 
better. (Applause.) 

Mr. Forstor expressed hig regrety at 
not being able to have a play enacted in 
tha; school, as in former ycars, They had 
Just commenard rehearsing onc, when 
ali illness broke out in the family of a 
studen, who waa to hav, impersonated 
one of tho chief chameters. ‘ Pinkie 
and the Fairies ’' tovuk away another 
pupil, and it was found impoasible to 
stago a play. They hoped, however, to 
stage a play at tho Ministering Children’, 
‘League concert to be held shortly. Those 
procecdings would not be complete with. 
out offering their thankg jw Mr. Landale 
for po kindly coming there tu distribute 
the prizes. It was pleasing to hear that 
commercial firms wore interested in the 
school. Three boy had left.echool during 
the year to join local firma. Two of these 
youths had a. good knowledge of Can 
tenese, which subject had now been addod 
te the echool curriculum to mect local 
requirements, Ono boy would bo going 
straich, from that eshvol to join. the 
McGill University this year to pursue 
higher education. Aa far ag possible, the 
school had set iteslf out te train boys 
ta mit local requirements, and they wore 
trnincd in subjects which they would 
naturally have to know whon they sought 
employment. Mr, Landnlo had mado 
sevoral suggestions in regard to schooly 
which were vory much appreciated and 
would help to solve the problem—a very 
sordid ono—of tho ofucation of Britiah 
hoya and girls, Qonsidering thy climatic 
conditiony and the diMeuttion beartting 
tho eduention of youths in the Colony, 
ho was of opinion hat boys and girls

THE WORK 
On the whole. the work of the schoo! has 
been very satisfactory. The boyy and 
girls of classes To and Ti were worked 
together for the University. examination 
and a Rrealer number was presented than 
in any previous year. Of the nine who 
took the examinations seven passed. One 
of the two failures was anticipated, as 
the candidate had had a serious illness 
just prior to the examiaadion 
The detailed resulta are: Examina 
tian Matriculation, one entered. one 
passed; Senior Local, five ontered, three 
pasred ; Junior Local, three entered, three 
passed. The standard of mathematics 
for these examinations in very high, 
higher in my opinion than the standard 
of the corresponding e¢xaminationg at 
Home, This is probably to suit the more 
mature tinds of the Chinese, who are 
Kenerally older than the candidates from 
the British schools, tis therefore dif- 
foul, to get the girl, up to the required 
standard on arithmetic, tn spite of the 
considerable time that is allatted to this 
subject on Che time Cable. On the other 
hand, of course, the English-speaking 
candidaty bave the advantage in the 
English papers, 
The work — in 
school has been satisfactory, more 
so than jg normally the cuse, for Lhe 
classes have not been subject to those 
violent: dluetuations which characterised 
them, while i, was possible to get Hume-- 
in exuduy in spring and an influx io 
autumn, The war hag stabilised the 
sehool to a certain extent, and better work 
has been done therefore. The most satis- 
factory pupily arg those who come up 
from the lowest classes. Schalargy whe 
come from schouly where the tune and 
alanosphere ary totally different take @ 
long cing do adapt thempclyes to the new 
surroundings. Parenty would, therefore, 
In consulting the interests of their child 
reo if they seut them at the carlicst age, 
where possible, so that they should have 
an unbroken sehoo! career. fo classes 4d and 
4ethere has been a welvome dinproveinent 
in setting down the work, the writing 
and figuring being neater and generally 
better. Classes 5 und 6 shewed guod 
work in the periodic written and oral 
examinations in the course of the your. 
The work of the lower school wags handi- 
capped ly absence of kindergarten mate: 
rial, but in other respects they nade god 
progress. They displayed a refreshing 
keennesy and enthusiasm in all their 
lessons, The Chinese Classes did guod 
work in the firet half of the year, but 
owing to the illness of the Chinese master, 
and the difficulty of obtaining Wisnor’s 
book, the work in the latter half fell 
away. Mr, Li Hung Pin is now in 
charge and a full supply of Looky has 
been obtained, so thy work ig proceeding 
satisfactorily. The upper girly had a 
course of covkery in the winter months 
under Mrs. Glassman. These practical 
lessons make a strong appeal to the girls, 
who look forward to them with pleasure. 
1 ghould like to sec thig course balanced 
with practical physics for the boys of 
the upper classea who could offer tt as 
an oxtra subject for the local exami- 
nations. I have persuaded two boys of 
Class 1. to attend the Technica! Institute 
for thia subject, but a greater number 
would take the subject if we had the 
means of teaching it on the premises. 
The scholars have been kept fully inform: 
od on the subject of the war by pamph- 
lets and books, kindly eent by the War 
Publicity Committeo, by lessons and by 
articles read from the newspapers, all of 
which have formed the baseg of essays 
in the upper classes. It might not be 
out of place here to nuggest to the War 
Memorial Committee, that, if there is 
money to gpare, one or two scholarships 
might be founded to enable British boy: 
from this Colony, to proceed to Bngland 
for the purposy of higher education. This 
would be in harmony with the spirit of 
the times, when education has become a 
question of first. importance and highly- 
trained people are required in every 
branch of industry. Thin eohool hag o 
direct, intorcag in a memorial, for, ns re 
corded last year, four dld scholars havo 
anerificed their liveg in the great struggle.

ed. After an interval of ten minutes the 
captain of the atudacrous noticed a dull 
noise aft) ‘This at first he thought was 
caused by one of the guns having been 
fired but as no smoke was issuing from 
them he considered it must have been 
a gun on one of the other ships. The 
Yeoman af signals reported almost. imme- 
diately that he feared they had been 
struck by ao terpedo, and this was borne 
out by the fact that the ship did net 
Tighe, as she should have after the port 
helan was taken off her ; 

Orders were given Jor the water-tight 
doors to be closed, and for the starboard 
wing compartment to be fluoded to keep 
the ship upright, and an officer was sent 
to see what Bullhead required shoring 
up. With a view to keeping the ship 
steady she was hauled out of line and 
intu wind and sea. Shortly afterwards 
the port. omgine stopped, the port wing 
engine roont being flooded. The port 
bulkhead of the centre engine-room ap 
peared to be sstanding all right, but as 
water was entering the middte engine- 
room course was shaped fur Lough 
Swilly with all speed possible on the star- 
board engine. The ship was sheering 
badly with a heavy sea on the quarter, 
but nevertheless was making nine knots. 
Some twenty minutes later all electrio 
communication ceased. 

IN THE ENGINE ROOM, ‘ 

The engine room wasn in darkness save 
for the dim glinumer of the hand oil lamps, 
In spite of the oft. or 6ft, of ‘water 
that. flooded the room, and oil covering 
the platform, the officers and men werd 
working with the greatest coolness and 
energy endeavouring: to cope’ with the 
water, arid’ with’ fine determination the 
officer in charge declared that he hoped 
to be able to steam for another two 
hours, 

Meanwhile the commander war working 
diligently making rafis and preparing 
£ the boate. Examination showed that a 
. considerable section of the -after-part of 
the ship-was full of water but it was not 
thought she would sink unless she cap- 
nized, which even then she was in danger 
of doing. eleven aa, over two houre 
after she had been mined, the Audacious 
ceased, to steam, and as she bad been 
steadily getting lower in the water the 
launch sailing pinnace, and three cutters 
were got out.
